We begin with the work of a Bifhop, and we 
delight to do fo. If the illiberal fay that we pay the 
refpp-ct to rank alone, let them look at the traét in 
queftion, and be afhamed. We fpeak of the Bifbop of 
Durbam’s tract on the Grounds of our Separation.® from 
the Church of Rome; abook no lefs clear in argument 
than important in fubje& ; and one which would have 
been decifive, could any arguments decide a queftion 
with fuch opponents as the Bifhop here encounters. 
The Bifhop of Gloucefter's Call for Union +, enlarged 
by new and valuable matter, deferved alfo our re- 
newed notice, and we returned with pleafure toa work 
fo peculiarly wanted at the prefent day. 

To thofe who are defireus to ettablith all the foun- 
dations of their faith. on evidence, we. cannot eafily~ 
recommend a more acceptable work than the Leffures 
on the Pentateuch, by Dr. Graves T, of Dublin College. . 
The evidences for the. Gofpel. have been given in 
various popular forms; thofe which atteft the divine. 
commiffion of Mofes have either been feldom col- 
leéted, or involved in too much learned difputation 
for general ufe, This deficiency may be well fup- 
plied by the prefent work. The Life of St, Paul, 
as publifhed by Mr. Bevan, a refpectable Quaker §, 
we do not hefitate to place among works. of divinity, 
being drawn entirely. from the facred books, and 
including the Epiftles of St, Paul within. the narrative. 
of his Life. Sacred biography is divinity, and 
this is a valuable fpecimen oF their. union. The, book 
entitled Zeal without Innovation \,is addreffed princi- 
pally to the Clergy, and contains affuredly many 
highly valuable fuggeltions, If we do not agree. with

the author in all his ideas of fome modern teachers, 
yet we view his picture of the true Church of Eng- 
land with unqualified approbation and delight. 
To the republication of Philip Skelton’s Works *, by 
Mr. Clapham, we cannot but with fuccefs. He is 
an author always praifed by the learned, and in the 
prefent day too little known to others. 

Of difcourfes feparately publifhed, this half year has 
brought forward feveral, which deferve a further no- 
tice. _When we mention the firft of thef*, to which 
too much praife cannot be given, the Charge of the 
Bifbop of Bangor to his diocefe, in 1898 f, we feel 
that we have a double tafk of duty to perform ; to 


hail the nomination of fuch ateacher to the moft 


important fee, that is not archiepifccpal, and to lament 
the death, though mature in years and Chriftian graces, 
of his much honoured predeceffor. Of the late Bifhop 
of London, though thoufands can atteft the mild and 
amiable virtues, the unbounded benevolence; the fin- 
cere and heartfele piety, yet we may difpute with all, the 
privilege of having feen and known them, by near and 
perfonal obfervation, during a long feries of years, in 
which we were honoured with his friendthip. That 
fuch friends muft be loft, and fuch lights of the 
Church in their turn extinguifhed, is a part of that 
general law, under which all men and all their focieties 
fubfift. That fuch a lofs can be fo repaired is a fe- 
licity to the Church in which it is feen to happen. 
Difcourfes on the 30th of January have fometimes 
been the vehicles of bigotry or prejudice, religious 
or political; but clearly free from all fuch ingredients 
is that of the Bifbop of Oxford t, delivered before the 
Houfe of Lords. The union of chriftian duty with 
the higheft political fituations is there judicioufly de- 
lineated. Dean Woodboufe’s Sermon af St. Paul's §

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was chiefly employed in recommending ‘that. fyffem 
of general education for the lower clafles, which we 
have fince more fully defcribed *. There. is now, 
we believe, no doubt that it anfwers, in moft points 
that cansbe defired, and is likely to be, very ¢xten- 
fively adopted. On the occafion of aa Ordination 
in an Epifcopal Church, not eftabhfhed in the country 
where it fubfifts +, we. find Mr. Horfley difcourfing 
very ably on the duties of that office, which his father 
bore with fo much honour, and paying a juft tribute 


to merit in the Bifhop there appointed f. The Charge - 


of Mr. Archdeacon Cambridge to the Clergy. of Mid- 
dlefex §, is fatisfactory as a ttatement of faéls, no lefs 
than as a recommendation of duties ; and we fee with 
pleaiure the refule of the fuperintendence of the late 
Bifhop, and the attention of the Clergy. Among 
occafional Sermons, we were particularly pleafed with 
that of Mr. Baynes }, on the Faft, for the found and 
practical utility of its inftruétions to the common 
people, on the fubject of a ftate of warfare; a ftate 
too dreadfully experienced at prefent in Germany, 
May that Providence, which has fo long averted it 
from our fields, continue the bleffing to us! 


MoraLItTY. 


Of rather a doubtful charadter is a work to which 
we paid fome attention, the Enqutries of Mr. Hugh 
Rlurray into the Characer of Nations]. The col- 
leétions of the author are extenfive, and. often curi- 
ous; his opinions fometimes paradoxical, and to our 
apprehenfion unfound. It is a work rather for the 
philofopher to confider, than for the ftudent to adopt, 
and in that light only we recommend it. An anony-

Booker’s Addrefs to the Legiflature §, on various fub- 
jets of importance, , particularly the Toleration 
Act; and an anonymous Letter on the latter fubject 9, 
Of thefe it may be faid collectively, that they are 
the productions of thinking men; and if not in all 
points demanding affent, yet in many well’worthy of 
confideration. » The anonymous Speech on the Catholic 
Petition, which, as its title fays, ought to bave been 
Spoken , might furely have been delivered, with very 
falutary effect, but that its author, perhaps, might not 
be a member of the houle.

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History, 


We concluded in the prefent volume our account 
of a work, written, not, like many others, for cem- 
porary effect only, but for perpetuity, Afr. Coxe’s 
Hiftory of the Houfe of Auftria*. In the glorious 
{truggle which that Houfe is now making, for its own 
independence and that of Europe, who will not feel 
that a new intereft is beftowed upon the fubjeét? 
What true Briton will not wifh, with us, that mate- 
rials may be wrought for a more triumphant page to 
Auftria, than even Mr. Coxe’s book contains! The 
prelude we have had at A/pern, the fequel is perhaps 
now acting ; what wifhes or what piayers can be fuf- 
ficiently fervent for the fuccefs of the Houfe of 
Auftria! As a hiftory, more like romance than ever 
hiftory was before, and yet, as we are affured, ge- 
nuine, let us -notice the Chronicle of the Cid t, pub- 
lithed by Mr. Southey. We confefs that it very ftrongly 
arrefted our attention, and repaid that attention by 
much entertainment. M. Baron Maferes has called 
forth the long celebrated “* Encomium Emme,” and 
feveral other Norman records, relating to Englifh 
hiftory, from the obfcurity of Duchefne’s fcarce 
volume ¢; and has added the illuftration of many 
curious notes, from his own pen. In doing this, he 
has rendered an effential fervice to Englith hiftorys 
which alfo, though in a very different way, Lord Lonf- 
dale has effected, by bringing forward the authentic 
Memoir of his noble anceftor §, refpecting the reign 
of James II. It was intended to be given to Mr. 
Fox, as materials for his promifed hiftory; but is 
certainly much more interefting in its native and un 
adulterated form. We rejoice to fee the gradual in-

creafe of thefe authentic documents, by the voluntary 

ublication of memoirs long preferved in families; 
We fhall in time, perhaps, be competently ftored. with 
treafures of this kind. Still more minute fragments 
of public hiftory are exhibited in the narrative of 
Major André’s death, by Mr. Smith*, and that of the 
Siege of Zaragoza (ufually written Saragoffa) by Ar. 
Vaughan +. The former is a melancholy picture of 
hoftile invetefacy, among thofe who ought to have 
been brothers; the other fuch an example of patriotic 
courage and felf-devotion as cannot be furpafied, and 
will not often be equalled. May the fame fpirit be 
roufed in every corner of Spain! 

With the generality of civil hiftories we cannot 
furely clafs Mr. Clarkfon's Hiftory of the Abolition of 
the Slave Trade+; yet what Englifh hiftory can in 
future fail to notice a tranfaction fo extenfive in its 
confequences, fo characteriftic of the fpirit and feel- 
ings of Englifhmen? And who that fpeaks of it at all 
can decline to take his materials from this moft au- 
thentic memoir? Mr. Clarkfon was, in almoft every 
part of it, a perfonal witnefs, and his teftimony 1s 
beyond the reach of fufpicion. : 


BioGraPHy. 


A modern and an ancient Englith life, each of 
confiderable intereft in its way, form the chief bio- 
graphical ornaments of our prefent volume. Of 
thefe, the modern life, that of Lord Macartney, by 
Mr. Barrow, exhibits the viciffitudes of long and 
active fervice, in various fituations of diplomatic con- 
fidence or delegated authority; the more ancient the 
Life of Sir Philip Sidney, by Dr. Zouch |, fhows us

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the ingenious writer, the active warrior, the very 
mirror of courtely and knighthood, cut off at an 
early period of life, and dying the death of a Chrif- 
tian.. The attempt made by the late Lord Orford, 

to depreciate the charaéterot Sir Ph. Sidney, 1s here 
very ably counteraéted. .The Life of Captain Rogers; 
by Mr. Giipin *, is calculated, not to reftore, but to 
confer a juft celebrity ; and holds forth an example; 
which can no where have more chance of bein fol. 
fowed than in the Britithh Navy. In the Memoirs of 


Mrs. Schuyler, an American Lady, Airs. Grant t has 


not indeed equalled her own * Letters fromthe Moun- 
tains,” but has produced a work of fome intereft. 
The few memorials of Profeffor Perfor, which were 
publifhed by Dr. A. Clarke t, are calculated rather, 
to fatisfy an immediate curioficy, than to furnifh mate- 
rials for the biographer. 

As lives and hiflories have occafionally been formed 
chiefly or entirely of letters, fo do colleétions of pri- 
vate letters efientially pertain to biography; nor have 
we often feen any in which more of perfonal cha 
racter is conveyed than in the Letters of Bishop Wars 
burton §. We regret only that they are fo few, and 
fhow us fo much lefs than laudable curiofity requires. 
Mrs. Talbot's Letters are a proper appendage to the 
Life of Mrs. Carter ||, whofe character, no lefs ami- 
able than uncommon, deferves at leaft al] the atten- 
tion it has obtained. 


ANTIQSITIES AND ToroGRraPHy. 


‘The fplendid and learned work on Magna Grecia, 
Mr. Wilkins, jun. €, partakes of both thefe fubjedts ; 


which are, as'we have often remarked, almoft infe-

parable, -Mr, Wilkins appears to be animated Py 
the true, fpirit of refearch, and will doubtlefs procee 
to throw, further light on the remains of Grecian 
architecture. Dr. E. D. Clarke, another.of the feveral 
travellers, whom a love of ancient art has lately. care 
fied into Greece, has been the defcriber of thofe 
Greek Marbles * whieh he, Mr. Walpole, and others 
have brought over, and depofited in the public Library 
at Cambridge. We rejoice in thefe peaceful a 
ceffions to our literary ftores, more than we fhouid 
in all the plunder at the ‘Yuilleries. Of Afr,Pol- 
whele’s Antiquities of Devonfbire + an accident.has 
fuipended our account; but we ay e had occafion to 
approve as far as we have proceeded, , An Account 
of the Cathedral of Ely, by Mr. Millers,f,,a member : 
of that church, has‘ thrown additional light, not only 
on the antiquities of the place, but on the progrefs 
of Gothic Architefure. Though the book is not 
large, the illuftrations are neat and fatisfactory. . Mr, 
Malcolm having completed his Antiquities of Lon- 
don, in four volumes quarto, has alfo compiled a 
fifth on the Manners and Cultoms of the place during 
the laft century §. It may, however, be confidered 
either as a feparate work, or as a completion: of the 
former undertaking. As a diligent collector this 
author has not often been furpaffed; and there muft 
be labourers to.dig out materials, as well as architects 
to build with them. 


VoOYAGEs AND TRAVELS, 


Fertile as this clafs ufually has been, we have at 
prefent only one confiderable article to notice in it. 
This is Mr. Cordiner’s Defcription of Ceylon}; a work

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not altogether neceffary, after fome that had before 
appeared, but illuftrated by feveral engravings; and 
beftowing, in fome inftances at leaft, original infor- 
mation. Mr. Brovke’s account * of St. Helena was 
more perhaps of a defideratum ; which, confidering 
how long we have poffeffed the ifland, may be thought 
extraordinary. True it is that it has fewer curiofineés 
to boaft, and though very convenient tg the failor, 
has but little dignity in the eyes of the geographer. 
The Pifures, as they are called, of Valentia + and 
Lifoom $, are fuch mere fketches, that it is fufficient 
merely to point out their exittence, at a time when 
any reprefentations of Spain or Portugal muft natu- 
rally be fought for. The fame cannot be faid of 
Scotland, which has been fo often travelled and de- 
feribed by Englifhmen; neverthelefs there are enter- 
taining qualities in Sir Fobm Carr’s Caledonian Sketches §, 
which will make them acceptable to not a {mall clafs 
of readers, 


NATURAL PuHitosopay anp Hitsrory. 


Under this extenfive tide we can include much; 
from the univerfality of the Philofopbical Tranfattions |, 
to the particularity of a fcparate treatile on a fingte 
object. The completion of Profeffor Martyn’s creat 
work, the republication of Miller’s Difionary {, forms 
a kind of zra among produttions of this kind. At 
once philofophical and practical, it comprehends a 
body of botanical and horticultural knowledge, fuch 
as, we believe, no where elfe exifls in one fyftem. 
Another arduous work is ftill in progreis, but begins 
to look forward to its conclufion: we mean Dr. 
Shaw's General Zoology **, a work, which, whether

utility, and worthy of an academical profeffor. . Yet, 


_even while the work was in the prefs. the difcoveries 


of Davy were producing-new wonders ; and’ pointing: 
out metals where they were never before {ufpected to 
exift ¢; and poffeffed of properties fuch as no other 
metals had exhibited. In the mean time, a Scientific. 
Syftem of Afronomy was receiving its completion, 
under the hands of Profeffor Vince at Cambridge t. 
Two volumes had been long before the public, an 
the-third leaves nothing for the ftudent torequire. Mr. 
Donovan's work on Britifb Infeéts § has been extended, 
now to twelve volumes, and is ftill proceeding. We. 
rejoice that the inveftigation of various parts.of our, 
native Zoology is.in the hands of a naturalift fo able 
and fo perfevering ; and we look to the completion.

LITERATURE. 


In this department we cannot often expect to meet » 
with a work of fo much united labour, learning, and » 
acutenefs, as that of Mr. Middleton §, on the Doéfrine:: 
of the Greek Article,, In applying: his principles to 
every part of the New Teftament, the fagacious author 
has given a {pecimén of critical refearch which mutt ,

for ever bear teftimony to his merit. ‘Why fuch invef 
tigations fhould not ultimately put an end to hetero- 
doxy, we cat fée little reafon, but in the perverfenefs. 
of human: nature. Dr. Grégory is a writer whom we 
have often commended when living, and we certainly 
fhall not now deny him that juftice, though it cannot 
foothe * the dull, cold ear of death.” His Letters on 


- Literature * are creditable, though a pofthumous pub- 


lication, both to his induftry and talents, They are 
not to be clafied with thofe fweepings of a learned 
man’s ftudy, whicha real regard to his memory would 
fupprefs. There can be little fear, while the prefeat 
tafte for books continues, that fuch a work as A¢#, 
Beloe’s Anecdotes of Literature, &c. + can ever want’ 
encouragement. The man who colleéts for the pubs 
lic what is really curious, is, in the prefent day, certain 
of fuccefs; nor does there appear to be any immes 
diate limit by which fuch an attempt is circumfcribed. 
But whatever may be the popularity of an amufing 
compiler, we mult confefs that a higher praife is due 
to the writer who voluntarily defcends to the office of 
an elementary teacher, that he may {pread the know- 
ledge of that language in which the ancient Scrip- 
tures are written. Such are the merits of the 
Jearned Bifbop of St. David's, in Praspemne Hebrew 
Primer t, and feveral other initiatory works relative’ 
to that language. ‘The motive cannot be equivocal, 
when a perfon of that rank fo labours, and to with 
fuccefs to his efforts is only to with well to theologi-' 
cal ftudy. The mode of making a large fchool teach 
itfelf, or nearly fo, muft be learned from Dr. Bell, 
who, having fully tried the experiment at Madras §,

sae the vituperative. Of a mixed kind is Afr. 
Heber’s Europe +. Ic is not profeffedly a fatire, yet 
fome parts are juftly fevere; it is not a panegyric, 
yet a finer eulogy was never written than the lines 
confecrated to the memory of Pitt, It is altogether 
an animated and animating call to Britain, and the 
reft of Europe, to exert, themfelves, ere it be too late, 
againft the common enemy; and is a production well 
W vorthy of the author’s prior fame. 

In. the didaétic ftyle, it is long fince we. were 
fo pleafed with any poem as that by Mrs. Weft, en- 
titled The Mother f.. That tive books. of precepts 
fhould have no weak parts is not to be expected, 
The Georgics afford perhaps the only inftance in 
which that. felicity was extended even to four. But 
the proportion of fpirited, pleafing, and pathetic 
paflages is fuch as to do abundant honour’ to the 
writer; and the plan and conduct of the whole is 
good. In a very different line, the Partenopex of 
Mr. Rofe § is entitled to much praife, It isa lively 
and ingenious imitation of an amufing original, and is 
written in a ftyle of narrative at once ealy and poetical, 
Nor muft the juft cenfures of the Simpliciad prevent 
us from mentioning Mr. Word/worth’s Poems \\,

If he is often too fimply fimple,; he is fometimes what 
a lover of nature and poetry would wilh, Mr. Plump-

MISCELLANIES. 


Rather than make a number of fcanty fubdivifions, 
we fhall here unite fome very heterogeneous publi- 
cations. The juftly popular and very inftructive tale 
of Celebs *, and the interefting fragments in Profe and 
Verfe, by Mifs E. Smith+, muft be content for once 
to affociate with works on Agriculture, and mere 
mechanical fcience. We have examined with plea- 
fure and approbation Naifmith’s Elemeuts of Agricul- 
ture t, and Rudge’s View of the Agriculture of Glou- 
cefterfbire\ ; the former a valuable work of general 
inftructions, the other a body of judicious remarks, 
on the practices and the ftate of a particular county; 
both happily free from that which was long the mania 
of agriculturifts, an inveterate prejudice againft the 
legal provifion for the Church. 

The remaining books, which we have noted, it is 
in vain to think of uniting by any tie. They are, 
the Treatife on Telegraphic Communication, by Col. Fobn 
Macdonald; D’Arcy Lever’s ingenious and elabo- 
rate work on Praéfical Seamanfbip § ; and Stower’s 
Printer’s Grammar **, Whoever improves an art 
or fcience of great utility, or facilitates the diffufion 
of valuable knowledge, deferves both praife and 
profit. ‘The one we are happy to give, not without 
hope that it may eventually produce the other. But 
befides all this, there is fomething that moft authors 
have in view, and which many of thofe whom we have 
enumerated will probably obtain, namely, an immor-
